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Antony John Scammel (1937-2019) 


Antony John Scammell was born in Bristol on 4 July 1937. His earliest memories were 
of the destruction of his neighbourhood in the Bristol Blitz and playing toy soldiers with 
his grandfather, a veteran of the First World War. During his education he was always 
fascinated with history, in particular the Roman and British Empires. In 1954, when his 
immediate family emigrated to Australia, he couldn’t leave the country behind for patriotic 
reasons, so stayed behind and joined the regular army. After 3 years of active service with 
the Royal Tank Regiment, including during the 1956 Suez Crisis, Antony returned to a 
civilian life and forged a career in the financial sector. 


By this point he had already started collecting coins and banknotes, almost exclusively 
from the Greek, Roman and British empires. Raising a family of four children meant that 
money was often scarce, but he continued to add to his collection whenever possible. By 
the mid 1980s Antony found himself a single man and his collecting reached new heights. 
All spare money at the end of each month was used to purchase strategically targeted 
coins, which were cherished and catalogued meticulously. 


When his eldest son reached the age of 50, Antony decided to pass his treasured coin 
collections to him and his two brothers for them to cherish into the future. He then turned 
his attention to collecting other historical artefacts from multiple times and civilisations, 
right up until his death in July 2019. 


Please note: The coins in this collection were previously mounted on glass plates. As such several 
pieces display uneven toning and have small traces of adhesive residue (Blu Tack) remaining.

Ceres, goddess of agriculture and grain crops, is closely connected to Annona, the divine personification of the grain supply to the city 
of Rome. With a vast population, the maintenance of a regular supply of food, water, wine and oil to the people of first-century Rome 
was of paramount importance. Since not enough food could be grown in Rome’s immediate environs, huge amounts of grain had to be 
imported, mostly by sea, from all over the empire. This coin was part of the imperial propaganda, reminding citizens, lest they take it 
for granted, of their good fortune to be living in such a well-run and generous state

This coin celebrates Nerva’s remission of the vehiculatio, or imperial courier service, in Italy. The programme required local 
municipalities across the empire to supply and house travelling imperial agents and military officials.

The stephanephoroi, or ‘wreath bearers’ contained within this catalogue all belong to the so called ‘Great Transformation’ of civic 
coinages. This development, which occurred at over 30 Greek cities, is defined by two features. Firstly, the employment of a distinct 
fabric and design; all coins were struck on specially pre-hammered flans and all feature a framing wreath on the reverse. These distinct 
features give the impression of a co-operative coinage, with the coins designed to circulate freely and easily amongst all participating 
states. Secondly, Stephanophoric coins only employ images that reference local cults and events. For example, the image of Artemis on 
this coin recalls an epiphany of the goddess which occurred at Magnesia during the late 3rd century BC. This emphasis on local 
religious events, combined with the coins’ seemingly co-operative nature, indicates the that the Stephanophoroi reflect a common 
desire to celebrate the very idea of independent civic identity in the face of declining royal power in the eastern Mediterranean

The Macedonian kings in Alexandria created these unusually large coins in an attempt to appease the native Egyptian population. By 
assimilating into their design aspects of the old Egyptian monetary system, the Ptolemaic authorities hoped to make their coinage more 
accessible to their subjects. Recent study has shown that the value of each coin was set relative to its approximate weight; a system 
which married the Greek institution of fiduciary money and the Egyptian system of weighing pieces of copper and silver out for use in 
transaction. The weight standard used for these coins also borrowed form Egyptian tradition. Within Egypt’s bullion monetary system 
the deben was a key unit of account, equal in weight to five Attic tetradrachms, or roughly 90g. When Ptolemy | reduced the weight of 
his tetradrachms to 14.2g the weight of the deben accordingly dropped to around 70g. It is to that standard that the large Ptolemaic 
bronzes, including this impressive example, were struck

These coins are notable for the moderate nature of their types. The revolutionary’s portrait and name are absent; instead the coins 
promote the aims of peace and the restoration of senatorial power in the Principate. The figure of Victory on the reverse imitates a 
statue located outside one of Rome’s main senate houses. Octavian transferred the monument from Tarentum to the forecourt of the 
Julia Curia in 29 as part of his wider attempts to ingratiate himself with the senate. This image, which appeared frequently on the 
coinage of Augustus, became a shorthand for promoting senatorial power and influence in the early Principate. Likewise, the oak 
wreath upon the reverse depicts the corona civica, an honour that the senate bestowed on Octavian in 27 for his clemency and timely 
termination of the civil war

These coins, which have intrigued numismatists for over 250 years, represent an attempt by Carausius to align himself with Diocletian 
and Maximian when these latter two saw him as nothing but a usurper. Some 25-30 specimens are known, mostly from find-spots in 
central Southern England and from East Anglia. While the discovery of this coin in West Dorset slightly widens the geographical area of 
provenanced finds for the issue, it still maintains the general trend that Carausius’ triple bust radiates are found outside of large hoards 
and remote from major settlements and military sites

Unlisted in RIC, this exceptional reverse is known only from one other example. That coin, which features a right facing bust on the 
obverse, was considered a coin of ‘national importance’ and is now in the British Museum. This specimen, which is clearer and better 
preserved, offers a significant opportunity for private collectors to acquire a coin of great numismatic importance. 

Carausius, who derived much of his power as leader of the breakaway British empire from his naval strength, frequently deployed 
images of Neptune or his divine attributes on coinage. The image here, which conflates the attributes of Neptune with those of Jupiter 
Conservator, represents a modification of the common lOvI CONS reverse type, employed frequently by Carausius’ imperial rivals

This coin, similar to the previous Lot, is notable for its augmented reverse type. Here Felicitas’ caduceus has similarly been replaced 
with Neptune's trident, linking divine good fortune to control over the sea in the same way that the previous coin links divine 
protection to Carausius’ naval power. Interestingly, the obverse of this coin is remarkably similar to that of the Jupiter-Neptune 
Antoninianus in the British Museum (PAS FASAM-3A2380). Both coins have the same obverse legend, and while they were struck from 
different dies, stylistic similarities make it almost certain that they are the work of the same diesinker. Could it be that both this and the 
preceding coin belong to a small and short-lived celebratory issue following Maximian’s failed invasion of Britain in 290?

Despite their blundered legends and obverse design Kent refrained from labelling this imitative issue of solidii as barabarous. Instead, 
he saw it as an official coinage struck by a a local provincial administration in Southern Gaul. Given that the issue is dated to the start 
of Nepos’ reign these coins must be placed within the context of political change that occurred at the time. Following a series of 
military victories, in 475 Nepos was forced to recognise the Visigothic king Euric as a legitimate ruler of an independent kingdom. This 
coin possibly formed part of that process of legitimisation with the Emperor, allowing Visigoths in Southern Gaul to strike official solidii 
in his name. If so, this issue would represent the very first coinage of the unified Visigothic kingdom

(c) to re-sell the lot or cause it to be re-sold by public auction or 
private sale and the defaulting buyer shall pay to DNW any 
resulting deficiency in the ‘total amount due’ (after deduction of 
any part payment and addition of re-sale costs) and any surplus 
shall belong to the seller. 


(d) to remove, store and insure the lot at the expense of the 
defaulting buyer and, in the case of storage, either at DNW’s 
premises or elsewhere.

(b) Any lot which proves to be a ‘deliberate forgery’ may be 
returned by the buyer to DNW within 15 days of the date of the 
auction in the same condition in which it was at the time of the 
auction, accompanied by a statement of defects, the number of 
the lot, and the date of the auction at which it was purchased. If 
DNW is satisfied that the item is a ‘deliberate forgery’ and that the 
buyer has and is able to transfer a good and marketable title to the 
lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be set aside and 
any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, provided 
that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if:

13 Warranty of title and availability 


The seller warrants to DNW and to the buyer that he or she is the 
true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the 
property by the true owner and is able to transfer good and 
marketable title to the property free from any third party claims. 
The seller will indemnify DNW, its servants and agents and the 
buyer against any loss or damage suffered by either in 
consequence of any breach on the part of the seller. 


14 Reserves 


The seller shall be entitled to place, prior to the first day of the 
auction, a reserve at or below the low estimate on any lot 
provided that the low estimate is more than £100. Such reserve 
being the minimum ‘hammer price’ at which that lot may be 
treated as sold. A reserve once placed by the seller shall not be 
changed without the consent of DNW. DNW may at their option 
sell at a ‘hammer price’ below the reserve but in any such cases 
the sale proceeds to which the seller is entitled shall be the same 
as they would have been had the sale been at the reserve. Where 
a reserve has been placed, only the auctioneer may bid on behalf 
of the seller. 


15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 


The seller authorises DNW to deduct commission at the ‘stated 
rate’ and ‘expenses’ from the ‘hammer price’ and acknowledges 
DNW's right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 


16 Rescission of sale 


If before DNW remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and DNW is 
of the opinion that the claim is justified, DNW is authorised to 
rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to DNW 
in respect of the lot. 


17 Payment of sale proceeds 


DNW shall remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller not later than 35 
days after the auction, but if by that date DNW has not received 
the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer then DNW will remit the 
sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
‘total amount due’ is received from the buyer. If credit terms have 
been agreed between DNW and the buyer, DNW shall remit to 
the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 


18 If the buyer fails to pay to DNW the ‘total amount due’ within 
3 weeks after the auction, DNW will endeavour to notify the seller 
and take the seller’s instructions as to the appropriate course of 
action and, so far as in DNW’'s opinion is practicable, will assist 
the seller to recover the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer. If

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 


Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, DNW reserve the right

25 Any representation or statement by DNW, in any catalogue as 
to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, 
provenance, condition or estimated selling price is a statement of 
opinion only. Every person interested should exercise and rely on 
his or her own judgement as to such matters and neither DNW 
nor its servants or agents are responsible for the correctness of 
such opinions. 


26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by 
attendance at the auction, DNW will, if so instructed, execute 
bids on their behalf. Neither DNW nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to 
do so. 


27 DNW shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 


28 DNW has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, 
to withdraw any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put 
up any lot for auction again. 


29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all 
actions, proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands 
whatever incurred or suffered by the person entitled to the benefit 
of the indemnity. 


(b) DNW declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants and 
agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to 
the extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of 
its servants and agents. 


30 Any notice by DNW to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given 
shall be deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 
hours after posting. 


31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in 
accordance with English law. All transactions to which these 
Conditions apply and all matters connected therewith shall also 
be governed by English law. DNW hereby submits to the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the English courts and all other parties concerned 
hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the English 
courts. 


32 In these Conditions: 


(a) ‘catalogue’ includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, 
price list or other publication; 


(b) ‘hammer price’ means the price at which a lot is knocked 
down by the auctioneer to the buyer; 


(c) ‘total amount due’ means the ‘hammer price’ in respect of the 
lot sold together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable 
and additional charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer 
in pounds sterling;
